CITY OF CLIFTON 
SUNK BY A SNAG

Passengers and Crew Were 
Saved, 


REACHED ST. LOUIS AT NOON 


HOLE 30 FEET LONG RIPPED IN 
STEAMER’S HULL. 


Went Down in Nine Feet of Water 
but Excitement Was Short-Lived 
and Supper Was Servea 
as Usual. 


A few minutes before noon Thursday the 
steamboat Chester arrived at the foot of 
Pine street, having aboard the passengers 
from the steamer City of Clifton, which 
Struck a snag and sank in the middle of 
the river 107 miles belew St. Louis Wednes- 
day afternoon. 

There were more than eighty passengers 
aboard the lIuckless boat when she went 
down. No lives were lost and no one was 
injured. The accident, however, threw the 
passengers into a panic, and several] women 


fainted. 

The Clifton, belonging to the St. Touis 
& Tennessee Hiver Packet Co., was re- 
turning from a round trip to Waterloo, Ala. 
Most of the passengers were from 8t. 
Louis, many of them having taken the 
eight-day trip for pleasure. 

About 2 o'clock Wednesday afternoon the 
Clifton made a landing at Point 76 and 
backed away. When out In the middle of 
the stream, creeping along at less than 
half speed, she struck a hidden snag. 

he shock startled the passengers, some 
of whom were enjoytag deck promenades 
after dinner. Others were asleep, but the 
jar awakened them. 

Before they had time to realize what had 
happened the steamboat listed heavily to 
starboard and a crunching s0und was 
heard. The boat righted in a few seconds 
and began to settle. 

Within three minutes of the time of strik- 
ing the obstruction the City of Clifton was 
resting on the bottom of the river. She 
went down like a sounding plummet. She 
sank in a position almost level, there be- 
ing eight feet of water on one side and nine 
feet on the other. 


Hole Ripped 
in Her Bottom. 
As soon as she struck the snag water 
rushed into the hold. A huge hole about 
thirty feet long was ripped in the forward 


end of the hull. The inrush of water 
caused the deck to sway: upward perceptt- 
bly, and those who stood upon it were terri- 
fied lest the craft should break In two. 
Reing heavily loaded with Tumber the ves- 
sel settled quickly, and although she was 
in the channel, her cargo was heavy enough 
to hold her down and keep her from drift-

Capt. R. W. McCoy, master of the boat, 
ordered ali thé passengers to the upper 
deck as soon as she struck. The boat sank 
until the lower deck was covered wit 
water. ; 
Dr. Louis Rassieur of (he.City Hospital. 
St. Louis, and Dr. Roland Hill, also of 
St. Louis, were among the passengers. 
They had taken the trip for pleasure. 
“There wasn't any pleasure when the 
boat struck,” said Dr. Rassieur. to the 
Post-Dispatch. “Everybody was badly 
scared. ’e thought the boat was in d@° 
water, and she went down so quickly that 
we would have had no time to save our- 
selves if the water had been deep enough 
to cover the boat, or if she had broken 
u 


p. ; 

“The current at that point Is strong, and 
if the water had been twice as deep there 
is no doubt that some lives would have 
been lost. As it was, no one was any the 
worse for the wreck except for nervous- 
te and the fright incident to the accl- 
ent. 

“When the boat hit the snag we feit 
the impact through the whole steamer. I! 
Was asleep at the time, and I awoke in 
a sort of dazed condition, not comprehend- 
ing. at first, what had happened.

French Naval Demonstration 
in Turkish Waters. 


PERHAPS BEFORE SALONICA 


FRANCE WILL WAIT REASONABLE 
TIME FOR TURKS TO ACT. 


A Constantinople Dispatch Says That 
the Claims Are Under Discussion 
and the Sultan May Render 
Full Satisfaction. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, Aug. 29.—If the Sultan of Tur- 
key fails to promptly repair the. breach be- 
tween his country and France, obviously the 
next step on the part of the French will be 
a naval demonstration, threatening some 
Turkish port.—most likely Saloniea, on the 
gulf of the same name in European Turkey, 
or Smyrna on the Asiatic side of the Turk- 
ish domain. 

To this end a part of the Mediterranean 
French fleet may .soon appear off one of 
these ports, and if this fact does not bring 
the Turk to time, the port may be seized by 
the French. 

This would be an act of war and would 
set all Europe in a ferment. 

It is a common thing to deride the Turk 
as a war power, but it must be remem- 
bered that the Sultan has one of the best 
armies in the world and there are no bet- 
ter soldiers than the Moslem. 

The German general, Kamphovener, re- 
cently concluded a fresh three years’ en- 
sagement in the Turkish service, his sal- 
ary being increased by 60 per cent, and 
the whole of the Ottoman army has been 
armed with German Mauser rifles. 

With his army officered by German offi- 
cers and armed with German arms, his 
treasury furnished by Berlin financiers, and 
with all the prestige of his victory over the 
Greeks, the Sultan secured a new lease of 
life, 

While the Sultan has a magnificent land 
force and almost impregnable fortifications 
about the approaches to Constantinople, his 
navy belongs to a past age. 

The Turkish navy contains nominally 102 
vessels, besides 25 torpedo boats. Most of 
them are obsolete in design and construc- 
tion, and are so out of order as to be liitle 
| better than worthless, The navy is manned 
by 15,900 men, sadly lacking in training and 
discipline.

KANSAS WHEAT FEILD 
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FARMERS PREPARE TO SOW IM- 
MENSE ACREAGE, 


MAY USE RUSSIAN’ SEED. 


The Indications Are That More Land 
Will Be Sown Than Ever in 
State’s History. 


ABILENE, Kan., Aug. 29.—The central 
Kansas farmers are in the midst of prep- 
arations for sowing the largest wheat acre- 
age in the history of the wheat belt. The 
new Russian seed wheat has been dlis- 
tributed this week, about 500 bushels to 
each county, its high price, $2.30 per bush- 
el, prohibiting general purchase. However, 
the need of new seed is generally realized 
and many farms are experimenting with 
imported grain to find better varieties for 
this climate than the old seed. 

There has been practically no change of 
seed for 20 years, the original Russian 
seed being inbred from year to year. The 
largest yield in this county this season, 
41 bushela per acre, on 30 acres, was from 
imported seed shipped from Canada. Ad- 


joining fields, as well tilled, produced only 
25 to 30 bushels. 

The chief demand in new wheat for this 
part of the state is that it shall have 
strong straw. Last spring’s wind and rain 
beat down the bottom land wheat so bad- 
ly that’ with the usual harvest weather 
thousands of acres would never have been 
cut. The drouth gave the farmers a 
chance to save it and practically none was 
lost. With stronger straw the grain would 
have remained erect and harvest would 
have been simplified. 

The corn fieids are being denuded of 
stalks, corn binders being used in bottom 
fields and wheat binders in uplands to put 
the stalks in bundles for feed. Scarcely 
any will be wasted. Fields not worth cut- 
ting are sold to cattlemen for $3 to $7 an 
acre for winter pasture. One firm here 
has sold two carloads of corn binders this 
week, and the traveling salesman for an- 
other make had orders for 15h0 more than 
his factory could deliver to this territory. 
Never has there been so great a demand 
for these machines. 

Nearly all the corn flelds will be sown 
to wheat, as well as the old wheat fields. 
The farmers are anxious for an early and 
damp fall in order that there may be made 
pasture for the stock as it comes from 

rass. Wheat will be closely pastured. 

hreshing has been pushed and is more 
nearly completed than ever before at this 
date. The grain is very uniform. The 
milis and elevators make but one grade, 
No. 2. No other kind of wheat has come to 
market this year. 

Much wheat will be put in without plow- 
ing. The corn fields are remarkably free 
from weeds and wheat can be drilled in 
the rows after the stalks are cut. Early 
sowing will be the rule, for flelds are in 
condition to begin at any time. The plowed 
fields are in fine shape and the new crop 
will go in with better prospects than in 


many seasons.

In demanding the arrest of St. Louis Transit Co. officials, 
charged with being accessories to the death of Mrs. Lacey, 
as well as Motorman, Mitchell, who wag held as principal, the 
Post-Dispatch sought only justice and the impartial enforce- 
ment of the laws. The Post-Dispatch wanted the respomsibil- 
ity for the slaughter of human beings in the streets of St. 
Louis fixed where it belongs, and the question of the rate of 
speed at which cars are run and to which the deaths of two 
persons have been charged by coroner’s juries settled in court. 
By issuing warrants for the arrest of both Motorman Mitchell 
and Superintendent Grant, Prosecuting Attorney Johnson has 
taken the proper steps to settle the question of responsibility 
in court. In the absence of proper fenders ahd the regulation 
of street car traffic courts and juries can do much to protect 
the public by holding those responsible for the running of the 
cars to strict accountability for the consequences of reckless- 
ness and neglect of precautions against accident. The Post- 
Dispatch demands the protection of the public from unneces- 
sary danger and the impartial prosecution of all offenders re- 
gardless of position or influence.

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IMPORTANT TO LABOR UNIONS. 


In the light of a recently uncovered section of the federal 
statutes, court decisions upholding blacklisting of discharged 
employes seem inexplicable. 

The law passed in 1898 is found in section 10, chapter 370 of 
the revised federal statutes. 

Briefly it provides that no corporation engaged in inter- 
state commerce shall discharge an employe because he is a 
member of a labor union, nor shall employes be discharged for 
refusing to contribute to benefit organizations instituted by 
the corporation. Generally all discrimination agaiz 2 union 
employes is prohibited. The right to organize unions is taken 
for granted in the act. And not less interesting is the prohi- 
bition of blacklisting. Employing corporations are forbidden 
to conspire to prevent any discharged employe finding em- 
ployment and must not use any means to injure him. 

This is interesting and important to labor unions, It seems 
to have escaped the notice even of the courts, but it could 
hardly have been willfully concealed. 

Railroad employes and others engaged in interstate com- 
merce seem to be well protected. Whether it will be of any 
practical value to those employed in other industries is doubt- 
ful.

He sat at the ringside and of- 
fered his hard-earned simoleons on San- 
ders at even money as though the fight 
were all over. 

He obtained no bets until after the start 
of the battle, as the word had gone forth 
irom some source not known that Sanders 
would win sure. 

This, notwithstanding Sanders had been 
knocked out by McFarland once and had 
lost on a foul another time.

The McFarland men were, strange to say, 
in a minority, and did not take heart until 
the end of the second round, when the 
easy maner in which McFarland heid 
off his man and made him pirouette alj 
over himself in his mad rushes to land, 
induced them to take up Williams.
